| habitat is among a crowd , it revels 
'la filth and decomposing organisms, 
but falling to find suitable conditions 
for its growth and maintenance it dies 
out. 
Consequently, tbe very first; 
thing to be done is for each individual 
to see that hia house, outhouse, and 
yard is put into a good sanitary condi- 
tion. Do not wait for any health 
officer, see to it yourself. 
Have your 
drains cleaned out and .flushed with 
water; your privy or cesspool emp- 
tied and disinfected immediately. See 
that your cellar is cleared of all de- 
caying substances, have it thoroughly 
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Shortly before noon Thursday a 


meeting of the Board of Health was 
held to hear the report of the phy- 
sicians carrying on experiments to 
determine the character of' tbe 
sickness causing the death of tbe 
natives 
in Iwilei district. Dre. 


Day, Myers, Herbert and Wood re- 
ported that tbey had found the 
true bacilli of Asiatic cholera.

reached, it was then decided. |o 
follow the suggestion made by Dr. 
Herbert at Wednesday's meeting 
to divide the city into districts, 
each under a doctor with assist- 
ants who shall see that every dis- 
trict is thoroughly disinfected and 
cleansed.

VOJAUg DUU7U111UCD, UCftVD Ib CiUUAWUgUljr 
whitewashed, and all filth, rags, etc., 
burned. If you have a well see that 
water thereof is not contaminated by 
"drainage from the house or outhouses. 
If you have the slightest suspicion 
that it is, boll the water before using. 
or, better still, shut up that well and 
dig another away from all chance 
Of each contamination. If you use 
river water, which is more or less 
polluted, see that it Is boiled before 
drinking it, and you will save your 
health for the trouble. Avoid crowd- 
ing In sleeping rooms. See that each 
room Is properly ventilated, nothing 
being so conducive to disease as an 
overcrowded and ill ventilated apart- 
ment. Plenty of fresh pure air, pure 
water, and wholesome food, with 
household and personal cleanliness, 
will do more to prevent the access of 
cholera to your dwelling than all the 
supplications of the credulous, or the 
nostrums of the charlatan. 
While 


there is danger of cholera, or, indeed, 
any epidemic disease, developing in 
your midst, it is an act of prudence 
to avoid excessive fatigue from any 
source, as the system when tired or 
exhausted is much more liable to in- 
fection and less able to resist it than 
in other conditions. It is also iodls- 
peBsable that the stomach and bowels 
be kept in a healthy state by avoiding 
all unripe fruit, decaying vegetables, 
3sh, flesh or any food that is not per- 
fectly sweet and fresh. Temperance 
in all things should be enjoined, and 
especially In alcoholic beverages, as it 
Is found by experience that the in- 
temperate, or those addicted to drink- 
ing intoxicating fluids habitually are 
;he first to die in an epidemic of Choi-

Artesian Water for the City. 
President Smith, of the Board of 


Health, stated last evening that all 
the water plpea of the city would be 
flushed early this morning and water 
from the Nuuanu reservoirs shut olf 
The pumping plant will be started up 
and, so far as possible, the rlty will be 
supplied with artesian water from the 
new wella. Gates In the pipes through 
out the city will be opened until I he 
whole system has been thoroughly 
cleansed. 
By putting the pumping 


plant into service all the lower portion 
of the city will be free from possible 
contamination through surface water. 


These physicians set out with 


four assistants and worked till 
evening disinfecting in the several 
districts with lime and creoline. 
Today the squads under the physi- 
cians will be increased, and the 
work pressed with all dispatch pos- 
sible. 
No new cases were reported 


yesterday, though one or two sus- 
pects were turned in toward even- 
ing. 
So far as could be learned, 


these proved to be aggravated cases 
of diarrhoea. 


President Smith stated that the 


rumor that a wake was held over 
the body of Lono, the native who 
died on Nuuauu street, was entirely 
false. 
No one but attendants was 


allowed in the house during the 
sickness, and the premises are still 
under quarantine. The body was 
thoroughly disinfected and buried 
soon after death. 


The outlook for passengers in- 


tending to leave on the Monowai 
was not particularly bright last 
evening. It was reported that it 
was very doubtful whether the 
agents would allow the steamer to 
take on passengers. 
The vessel 


will not be brought into port. 


The following facts for the peo- 


ple regarding cholera and its treat- 
ment are culled from a pamphlet 
issued by the California Board of 
Health in the year 1885 : 


Cholera being essentially a pre- 


ventable disease, all questions con- 
cerning its cause, diffusion, and pre- 
vention, must interest the people of 
this coast just now, when Europe is 
again the theater of its manifesta- 
tions; and BS all preventive measures 
are based upon the assumption that 
the virus or germ of the disease is a 
living organism capable of trHnnrtiis- 
slon through water, food, clothing, or 
personal contact, and like all living 
matter, is Itself nusceptlble of death, 
the prevention of Its dissemination, 
or the means of its speedy destruction, 
are the desiderata to be sought. 


Cholera upon these shores is a for- 


eigner, and has never yet visited us, 
except by Importation, aud then only 
after ample warning. 


of in some other equally safe way. 


If cholera should appear in your 


dwelling, the first thing to do is to 
Isolate tbe patient, put him in a com- 
fortable room without carpets and 
with as little furniture as is consistent 
with comfort, disinfect Immediately 
all discharges from the body, and 
either barn or bury them, do not 
throw them into either privy or cess- 
pool to poisoq your family or your 
neighbors; see that tbe patient has 
medical attendance promptly; do not 
wait ten or twelve hours to see if he 
will get better — delay in cholera 
means death. Cholera always gives 
warning of its approach by premoni- 
tory diarrhoea; this is the favorable 
opportunity to arrest the disease, tbe 
attack is then under tbe control of 
medicine judiciously chosen and ad- 
ministered; a few hours delay and it 
will have passed from comparative 
safety to extreme danger, perhaps be- 
yond the power of remedies to save; 
act, then, promptly and intelligently, 
and a valuable life may be rescued 
from a fatal illness. 


If there is no medical man within 


easy call and a person be attacked 
with premonitory dlarraoea, place him 
in bed at once, apply warmth to the 
feet, a mustard poultice over the abdo- 
men, 
and give a teaspoonful of pare- 
goric (which is to be found in every 
family), every hour until yonr medi- 
cal attendant arrives. Do not give 
iodiscri mInately, etimulants—brandy, 
red pepper, camphor, ginger, etc., 
advised by busy-bodies; wait for 
skilled medical advice—more people 
are killed by quackery and meddle- 
some trifling than by disease. 


If traveling, avoid as much as possi- 


ble using urinals or water closets at 
railway stations; they are constant 
sources of infection, if not properly 
taken care of and daily disinfected. 


.Remember that cbolera is always, 


in this country Imported; it seeks 
crowds, and follows, as a rule, tbe line 
of travel; railway companies and lines 
of transportation generally, should see 
that all urinals, water closets, and 
baggage rooms belonging to the com- 
pany, or about their premises, are 
daily cleansed, puriflea, and disin- 
fected. 


DISINFECTION AND DISINFECTANTS. 


Disinfection is the destruction of 


the poisons of infectious or contagious 
diseases. Deodorizers, or substances 
which destroy smells, are not necessa- 
rily disinfectants, and disinfectants 
do not necessarily have an odor. Dis- 
infection 
cannot 
compensate for 


want of cleanliness or of ventilation. 


I. In the sick room. The most 


available agents are fresh air and 
cleanliness. Tbe clothing, towels, bed 
linen, etc., should, on removal from 
the patient, be placed in a tub of tbe 
zinc solution, boiling hot if possible. 
All discharges from the patient should 
either be received in vessels contain- 
ing the copperas or corrosive subli- 
mate solution, or if this is impractica- 
ble, should be covered with the solu- 
tion. Unnecessary furniture, espec- 
ially that which is stuffed, carpets, 
and hangings, should be removed from 
the room at tbe outeet, if possible, 
otherwise they should remain for 
fum- 
igation and treatment. 
II. Fumigation with sulphur is the 


only practicable method of disinfect- 
ing the bouse. For this purpose the 
rooms to be disinfected must be vacat- 
ed. Heavy clothing, blankets, bed- 
ding, and other articles which cannot 
be treated with tbe zinc solution, 
should be opened and exposed during 
fumigation, as directed below: Close 
the rooms as tightly as possible, stop- 
ping up every crevice and keyhole; 
place the sulphur in iron pans sup- 
ported upon bricks placed inwashtubs 
containing a little water, set it on fire 
with alcobol or kerosene sprinkled up- 
on it, and allow the room to remain 
closed twenty-four hours. For a room 
ten feet square at least two pounds of 
sulphur will be required; for larger 
rooms proportionately larger quanti- 
ties will be necessary. 


III. Premises, cellars, yards, stables, 
gutters, privies, 
cesspools, 
water 


closets, sewers, drains, should be liber- 
ally treated with tbe copperas solution; 
it is cheap and effective, and may save 
your life. Tbe copperas solution may 
be easily prepared by hanging a basket 
containing about sixty pounds of cop- 
peras in a. barrel of water. 


IV. Body and bedclothing. It is 
best to burn all articles which have 
been in contact with persona eick of 
infections or contagious diseases. Ar- 
ticles too valuable to be destroyed 
should be treated as follows: Cotton, 
linen, flannels, blankets, etc., should 
be treated with the boiling hot zinc 
solution; introduce piece by piece; 
secure thorough wetting, ana boll for 
halt an hour. Furs, BUks,heavywoQl- 
en clothing, bedcovers, and 
beds, 
which cannot be thus treated with the 
zinc solution, should be hung in the 
room during fumigation, their sur- 
faces fully exposed and their pockets 
turned inside out; afterwards they 
should be hung in the open air—beat- 
en and shaken. Pillows, beds, stuffed 
mattresses, upholstered furniture, etc., 
should be cut open,, the contents 
spread out, and thoroughly fumigated. 
Carpets are best fumigated on the 
door, but should afterwards be remov- 
ed to the open air and thoroughly 
shaken and beaten. 


V. Corpses should be washed thor- 


oughly with the zinc or corrosive sub- 
limate solution, then wrapped in a 
sheet wet with the solution, and buried 
at once. Metallic or metal-lined cof- 
fins should be used when possible, and 
always when tbe body is to be trans- 
ported for any considerable distance. 


If these notes of warning and guidea 


to action are heeded, and fear does hot 
usurp tbe place of common sense, we 
have little to dread from cholera per- 
sonally. It ia the unthinking multi- 
tude, the selfish egotist, the '-wait un- 
til it comes" people, that we have to 
fear. 
"A.n ounce of prevention is 


worth a pound of cure," and there is 
no disease to which this aphorism so 
aptly apllpes as cholera.

Uee of the Cable in China—Skeptical of 


Ita .Usefulness—Incidents of £pecnl»- 
tlon Blade by Uie of Telegraph—Btu- 
•ian Land Line Acroia Siberia, Etc. 


Puck's promise to "put a girdle 


about the earth in forty minutes" was 
rendered possible of fulfilment in 1871, 
when a great telegraphic circuit was 
completed by uniting Hongkong and 
Singapore. 
Thereby hangs a tale, and 


Henry Mnir tells it in McClure's Mag- 
azine, July, in connection with much 
other interesting information about 
the telegraph system of the world. 
Here is the story: 


"Russia had finished tbe land lines 


across Siberia—the line which, it will 
be remembered, was intended to be 
part of the route so long projected into 
the United States by Bering Strait. 
But the American end of the project 
bad failed, and Russia found she had 
an Interminable stretch of line across 
her barren steppes, and now had noth- 
ing to attach tbe end to. In fault; of 
anything better to do with the strag- 
gling terminus, it was carried to 
Vladivostok. 


"The Northern Telegraph Company 


of Denmark saw the possibility of 
utilizing this end for a European com- 
munication with China and Japan. 
Not that China and Japan had ex- 
pressed a desire for such a union. The 
wily Danes took care not to ask per- 
mission, but slipped the land end of 
their cables into shore in inoffensive 
drain pipes, and quietly made their 
connections until they had a cable 
running from Hongkong to Amoy, 
Gotzlaff, 
Woo-Sung, 
Nagasaki 
(Japan), and connecting with, the 
land line at Vladivostok, 
"When the Chinese wakened up to 
the presence of the cable It was too 
late to object. They simply piofessed 
themselves utterly skeptical of its use- 
fulness, and refused to nave anything 
to do with it. However, they soon 
had a practical demonstration of its 
'capabilities. An Oriental more bold 
than his compatriots, resolved to act 
on tbe price of rice telegraphed down 
to Shanghai from Peking and to buy 
up a quantity. He did so, and ma

Soon after, a lottery 


drawing came off in Peking, in which 
many residents of Shanghai were in- 
terested. The lucky numbers were 
telegraphed down, but the majority of 
the holders felt It unorthodox to trust 
to the impious Western contrivance 
which disdained time and space, two 
things which the Imperial Dragon 
himself had always respected, and 
they let their skepticism go so far that 
they sold their tickets for a song to 
more progressive gamblers. The next 
week, when the recognized 
post 
arrived, the report of the telegraph 
was confirmed. The new contrivance 
could not have bad a more impressive 
advertisement. 
" The Great Northern Company, in 


venturing into tbe Chinese waters to 
pick up the useless end of the Russian 
land line at Vladivostok, left a float- 
ing end at Hongkong, but immedi- 
ately another daring company came 
on to meet it. 


"Tbe year before, 1870, the famous 
Eastern Telegraph Company, 
the 


cable company which today possesses 
nearly twice as many miles of cable as 
any other in tbe world, had laid its 
lines from Land's End to Gibraltar, 
thence to Malta, and on to Alexandria. 
It had also laid a line from Ande to 
Bombay. 
On the other side of the 
Indian peninsula, tbe Eastern Tele- 
graph Company, today the second 
largest in the world, had picked up 
the end laid down at Bombay, and 
had run a cable from Madras to Pe- 
nang, and from Penang to Singapore. 
When, the next year, the Great 
Northern appeared in Chinese waters, 
it was an easy matter to run up to 
Hongkong to meet it, and thus wap 
furnished the last link in the tremen- 
dous circle which, beginning in Eng- 
land, crosses tbe north of Europe and 
Asia, passes down the eastern seas of 
Asia, and through tbe Golf of Bom- 
bay, the Indian Ocean, the Mediter- 
ranean Sea, and the east Atlantic, 
back to England.'' 


Mr Mulr also tells an incident that 


pertains to a large portion of this cir- 
cuit, and which bas become famous in 
the telegraphic world. 
It is as follows: 


"Some years ago, at a telegraphic 


soiree In tbe Albert Mall, Loudon, a 
feature of the evening's amusement 
was the sending of a message to Te- 
heran, In Persia, and back. A send- 
ing and a receiving instrument had 
been put up in the ball and connected 
with the wires of the ludo-European 
Telegraph Company. 
This line cross- 


ed the Channel by cable to Germany, 
and then by land lines ran over Ger- 
many, South Russia, Caucasus, Ar- 
nioiiia, and Persia, to Teheran. At 
Pelx ran the wire was joined to a sec- 
ond line of the company, returning to 
Ixinilon \>y the fame route. 


"The lines were cleared for the ex- 


periment, and, at a given .signal, the 
key if the sender wns pressed hy the 
i'rince of Wales.

Lare« Oakland Plant About to be Re- 


moved to the Orient. 


OAKLAND (Cal.)i Aug. 3.—The di- 
rectors of the California Cotton Mills 
in East Oakland have for some time 
bad under consideration a proposition 
to remove their entire plant to Japan. 
The company was organized in 1883 
with a capital of $600,000, has given 
employment to as many as 300 em- 
ployees at a time, and has paid out 
not less than $1,000 000 in wages; but, 
aa the superintendent explains the 
situation, the Wilson tariff bill, sup- 
plemented by the determination of the 
State Prison Directors to go into the 
manufacture of ore bags, cotton rope 
and twine, makes it impossible to 
carry on the mills at a figure which 
will return even a moderate interest 
on the investment. 
The striking part of the affair is the 


offer that Japan makes to induce the 
transfer of the plant to that country. 
Japan will give absolute exemption 
from all taxation for twenty years, 
and will promise able-bodied male 
expert labor for 18 cents a day, while 
for girls and boys all that is asked is 8 
cents a lay. 
The removal of this mill to Japan is 


no new experiment on tbe part of the 
Japanese. They have already over 
$600,000 spindles running and are con- 
stantly adding to their plant. To take 
over an American mill which has 
been tested by twelve years of expe- 
rience, and the machinery of which is 
adapted to the manufacture of ore 
bags cotton rope and cotton twine, 
which Japan has thua far not under- 
taken to manufacture, would be an 
excellent stroke of business for Japan.

GREENVILLE (O.;, Aug. 3—Tbe 


centennial of the conquest of the In- 
dian natives was celebrated here to- 
day. Tbe treaty of peace was signed 
August 3, 1795, between General An- 
thony Wayne and the representatives 
of tbe conquered Indians at Green- 
ville. The Ohio Legislature last win- 
ter authorized Governor McKlnley to 
invite tbe states of Pennsylvania,Vir- 
ginia and Kentucky, which states 
furnished most of the soldiers in the 
campaign of 1794, to send representa- 
tives to participate in a celebration, 
and to invite these states to prepare 
tablets or other momentoea for a me- 
morial structure. 
A salute of 100 gun* was fired at 
sunrise. 
The distinguished visitors 


were escorted from tbe depot by the 
military and other orgaui/ations. 
Later there was a large parade of 
National Guards and civic organi/a- 
tlons. A feature of the parade was 
the delegation of visiting Indians 
This afternoon speeches were deliv- 
ered by the Mayor, Governor McKin- 
ley, Judge S. F. Hunt, of Cincinnati, 
and Judge W. J. Gilmore, of Colum- 
bus 
Tonight there were fireworks

ers.Saloon keepers who have main- 
tained a defiant attitude and persisted 
in supplying beer to the customers 
from back rooms or from the base- 
ment or apartments in some building 
other than a place licensed will cer- 
tainly, Roosevelt thinks, fall into tbe 
clutches of tbe police tomorrow. Any 
one caught may expect to be severely 
dealt with. 


RICH GOLU STRIKE. 


Inexhaustible Body of High Grade Ore 


Dlicovered on Colorado River 


YUMA (A. T.), August 3 —The rich- 


est gold strike ever made on tbe 
Colorado river was that In the Picacho 
mines today. Some miners working 
In what has always been supposed to 
be barren ground, began an open cut 
in the great vein of qnartsite. On the 
surface no gold was found in tbe rock. 
At a depth of twenty inches they 
struck $5 to $8 ore, which at the end 
of twenty feet increased to $15 to $18. 


They then sunk » shaft on tbe ore. 


At the depth of five feet the rock runs 
$18 to $25 , at ten feet from $25 to $50, 
and from seventeen to twenty feet it 
runs from $50 to $150 per ton in free 
gold. The ore body as now opened is 
twenty feet wide, and neither wall is 
yet shown. At the bottom of the 
shaft the ore grows richer as depth is 
attained. 
The croppings of the surface are 700 


feet wide and show for a long distance. 
All the ground covered by the new 
find has been located. It Is regarded 
by mining men to be the richest and 
most important strike ever made in 
Southern Arizona or along the Colo- 
rado river.

don in time for tbe big February sale 
which occurs here every year. It was 
noticed that the packages did not bear 
the usual marks, and what also struck 
people as peculiar was that not one of 
the skins had a bullet-hole in it. It 
is now reported, on good authoritv, 
that these skins were sent by the offi- 
cers of the Russian warship which 
left Robin's Island last September, 
and it is presumed that the enterprise 
was the private speculation of those 
who were sent there to protect the 
seals. The Russians were encamped 
on tbe Island for four or five months, 
and, as is customary, DO one was al- 
lowed tp land on tbe Island during 
their stay there.

Death at Iwilei Causes Prompt 


Action by the Health Board. 


in Conference — No Faaaeu 


cors Allowed to Go to the 


Other Island!. 


A special meeting of the Boarc 


of Health was held Tuesday after- 
noon to consider measures to be 
taken in consequence of the death 
of a native woman at Iwilei from 
sickness very similar to Asiatic 
cholera. Dr. Murray, who attend- 
ed the case stated that he first eaw 
the woman on Sunday night and 
she died early Monday morning 
Monday another woman living in 
the same house was taken down 
with the same symptoms, but was 
now regarded as convalescent. 


President Smith stated that as 


Boon as the cases were reported to 
the Board he had gone to the house, 
made a personal investigation and 
later had the premises placed un- 
der strict quarantine. 


A somewhat lengthy discussion 


of the various cases at the quaran- 
tine station was entered into by 
the physicians present. While the 
sickness resembled cholera, the es- 
sential features were uot present. 
The Belgic came into port with a 
clean bill of health, though the 
steerage passengers claimed that 
three deaths occurred on the pas- 
sage, the sickness being accom- 
panied with symptoms quite simi- 
lar to the cases at the quarantine. 
Although no definite decision was 
reached as to the exact character of 
the disease, it was the unanimous 
opinion that the most stringent 
measures should be taken to pre- 
vent any possible contagion. 


It was finally decided to quaran- 


tine the Iwilei district and also stop 
passenger traffic to the other isl- 
ands until the exact nature and 
extent of the disease was deter- 
mined. The steamers will be al- 
lowed to run on usual time and 
carry freight and mails, but officers 
and . deck' hands are cautioned 
against going on shore. A strong 
guard of police was stationed 
about Iwilei last night to prevent 
any persons passing to or from the 
city. 
Dr. Meyers has been ap- 


pointed special agent of the Board 
of Health to make a boose to house 
canvass through- the district and 
attend to any .new cases, that may 
arise.

DESERVING YOUNG MAN. 


Nearly a Billion Acre* Unsurveyed and 


Undeveloped. 


The Governor of Wisconsin is re- 


sponsible tor the statement that there 
are 25,000,000 acres of land in his 
State unoccupied and unimproved 
and suitable to the requirements of 
settlers having some knowledge of 
agriculture. These figures may seem 
large to those who read of the sale of 
real estate by square feet, but, when 
compared with the acreage of some 
other State in unused land, Wiscon- 
sin's figures are almost insignificant. 
It la a fact that no one knows ex- 


actly how much unoccupied land 
there is in the United States. All the 
figures on the subject are conjectural. 
There are in the United States 1,000 - 
000,000 acres of surveyed public lands 
and about 1,000,000,000 acres of un- 
eurveyed, undeveloped and Indian 
lands and reservations. The greater 
part of the mountainous region of the 
Rockies has never been accurately 
surveyed, and recent figures from the 
State of Nevada show the unsurveyed 
portion to be in excess of the survey- 
ed part by over 6,000,000 acres. In 
California, too, there is a very large 
amount of unsurveyed land, and in 
all the Territories millions of acres of 
the same kind.—New York Bun.

WORKING THE HISTORIC NILE. 


One of the Cataracts to be Convert- 


ed Into Power. 


Now that the waters of the Niagara 


have been made tributary to human 
enterprise, it may be interesting to 
note that a similar undertaking is 
contemplated in Egypt. The gener- 
al inspector of public works, Mr. 
Prompt, has just submitted to the 
Egyptian government the results of 
his investigations daring the past 
eight months, relative to the utiliza- 
tion of the cataracts of the Nile for 
agricultural and mechanical pur- 
poses. His project includes an im- 
mense reservoir ia Upper Egypt 
which will permit the culture of cane 
sugar and cotton in the place of 
cereals. In the furtherance of the 
realization of this project, he pro- 
poses to establish an electric power 
station near Assnan, where a fall of 
45 feet will be utilized. This station 
would furnish 40,000 horsepower, 
besides furnishing 500,000,000 cubic 
yards of water for irrigation. A 15- 
foot dam is to be built across the 
Nile, just above Cairo, which would 
furnish both light and motive power 
at a very low price to the Egyptian 
capital. "The cost of the entire pro- 
ject is estimated at $8,000,000, which 
will very likely be raised by private 
subscription.

THE final decision of the Board of 


Health needs little comment—it 
speaks for itself. Having conclud- 
ed that the contagious disease is in 
the city, the one absorbing ques- 
tion now is, how to stamp it out. 
The Board has the full confidence 
of the people and as a rule will be 
aided by hearty co-operation 
from 


the majority of our citizens. We 
have classes in this city however 
that will require the most vigilant 
watching as cleanliness is a feature 
of life not down in their catechism. 
A continuation of the prompt meas- 
ures adopted thus far will undoubt- 
edly do its work in checking the 
spread of the disease. 


IN considering the petition for 


the retention of Dr. A. B. Lyons, 
the Board of Education needs to 
act on much the same principle 
that it did in the purchase of the 
new high scdool. It will be next 
to impossible to

Professor 


Lyons' place, and, though the 
Board may feel poor just at this 
time, it cannot afford to econ-

States 
and 


allowing one of the best scientific 
men in'the country to leave with- 
out a strong effort being made to 
keep him here, is manifestly incon- 
sistent. The unanimity of public 
opinion ought to impress upon the 
Government and the Board of Edu- 
cation the fact that Professor Lyons 
is too valuable an adjunct to tke 
scientific and educational interests 
of the country to be allowed to 
leave the country. 


AN inventor's accident has re 


suited in the discovery of a new 
method of generating 
electricity 


which may open a *ay through the 
difficulties attending the practical 
use of the storage battery system 
The Scientific American states that 
G. L. Roberts, an iventor of Minne- 
apolis, has brought to light a sand 
battery by which electricity is gen- 
erated by pouring an acid upon the 
sand in the battery cell. 
The 


character of the acid remains a 
secret, notwithstanding the great 
Edison has attempted to solve the 
mystery. One battery will furnish 
electricity for an incandescent bur- 
ner for 600 hours, and the cost of 
refilling is about seventeen cents. 
Should the perfection of this in- 
vention show that electricity can 
be generated in large quantities it 
will not be many years before the 
railway companies will be casting 
about for sand banks and acid 
factories. 


LATER developments in the con- 


dition of public health in the city 
are not as reassuring as might be 
desired, yet there is no occasion 
for a "scare" or an exaggeration of 
facts by setting startling rumors 
afloat.

these islands refused to believe thai 
this industry would prove profit- 
able in any part of the United 
States. They regarded the attempts 
to cuitivate the beet as a " wild 
cat" 
agricultural operation, and 


placidly emiled on the enlhuEiasts 
who predicted any success in the 
attempt. They claimed upon this, 
as they did upon all subjects con- 
nected with sugar production, a 
very superior knowledge. But they 
failed to see that the American 
farmer would steadily push any 
schemes which promised better 
results than grain raising. 
They 


repeated the experience of the men, 
in all communities, who believe 
that a good thing will always re- 
main a good thing, and is superior 
to the vicissitudes of trade. 
To 


what extent the increased sugar 
product of the United Statea will 
affect the sugar interests of the 
islands it is impossible to say. The 
conservative opinion is, that well 
managed plantations here will con- 
tinue to pay fair profits in spite of 
competition. 


The planters should be the first 


of all to encourage varied indue 
tries, as a reserved resource, in the 
event of the failure of sugar invest- 
ments to pay. 
No doubt many of 


them would like to see varied in- 
dustries generally created. 
At the 


same time, some of them feel that 
such, industries may increase the 
price of labor and work injury to 
the plantations.

- DR. VINCENT recently reported to 
the Academy of Sciences at Paris 
the result of experiments for the 
purpose of determining the best 
disinfectants for rendering fecal 
matters innocuous. He required of 
each disinfectant that it should kill 
all pathogenic microbes, including 
the bacillus coli com munis and the 
bacteria of putrefaction. His ex- 
periments showed that the best of 
all disinfecting agents for the des- 
truction of fecal matters in vaults 
and cesspools is sulphate of copper 
employed in connection with one 
per cent, of sulfuric acid. 
The 


quantity of sulfate of copper re- 
quired was one pound for every 
three cubic feet of fecal matter 
mixed with urine. 
Half of this 


quantity was found sufficient to 
destroy the cholera bacillus. 
It 


was found necessary that the dis- 
infectant should remain in contact 
with the infectious material for at 
least twelve hours.

Borrowed 


Many Trades From Animals. 
In his study of the "Relation of 


the Earth to the Industries of Man- 
kind," Professor O. T. Mason infers 
tbat the earth was in the beginning 
and is now the teacher of the activ- 
ities through which commodities 
are conducted through the progress 
of industries. There were quar- 
riers, miners, lumbermen, gleaners 
and eome say planters; there were 
fisherman, fowlers, trappers and 
hunters before there was, a genus 
homo.

Many 
Unsuccessful 
Experiments 


Made to Destroy the Pest.

MB. EDITOR —Your leading article 


In this morning's paper concerning 
the ravages of the so-called Japanese 
beetle is certainly alarming, and if 
measures can be devised that will ex- 
terminate this destructive insect, they 
should be put in force as soon as pos- 
sible even if it calls for the expendi- 
ture of large sums of money. What 
those measures shall be it is impossi- 
ble to say at this time. Many things 
have been and are being tried, but 
whether or not they will prove effect- 
ive time only will show. 


Some two years ago the hopes of 


the writer were raised to tbe highest 
pitch by reading an account in tbe 
Tropical Agriculturist of the discov- 
ery of a fungus parasite that was said 
to infest both the beetle and its larva 
and to prove fatal to both. Tbe ac- 
count stated that Messrs. Trlbourg & 
Hesse of 24 Rue des Ecoles, Paris, had 
succeeded In artificially propagating 
this fungus (Botrytis Tenella) and 
was by them placed upon the market. 
A supply of tbe fungus was at once 
ordered and received in due course. 
Experiments were at once instituted 
and the printed directions faithfully 
followed, but without the least suc- 
cess. The same results attended the 
efforts of tbe U. 8. Entomological 
Department at Washington, D. C., 
where the most careful experiments 
were made with tbe (Botrytis Ten- 
ella) without Infecting a single larva 
or beetle. 


After a full account of the experi- 


ments the report of the entomologist 
closes with these words, "It will thus 
be seen that the substance tested gave 
absolutely no effect and produced no 
practical effect at Washington ?" 


With tbe expectation of receiving 


some advice that would guide us in 
combatting this pest, specimens of the 
beetle and larva were sent to well 
known entomologists in the United 
States, and also to tbe Chief Entomol- 
ogist at Tokio, Japan. Though all the 
parties written to were able to name 
tbe order and genus of the insect, none 
were able to offer any suggestions as 
to how to get rid of it, with the excep- 
tion of the Toklo entomologist, who 
wrote that tbe best method of getting 
rid of the beetle was to place cloths 
under the bushes upon which beetles 
feed; then shake the bashes and the 
beetles will fall onto tbe cloth. Then 
quickly shake tbe beetles into water, 
fn which some kerosene has been 
placed. 


After this it seemed 'that the only 


thing to be done was to Import snob 
thing* as would feed upon the beetle 
and be harmless to anything else. 
With this view some thousands of 
toads were imported from California; 
also a different variety from Japan, 
and the horned toad or lizard from 
San Diego. These will all feed upon 
the beetle, but whether or not rep- 
tiles will become acclimatized and 
breed in such numbers as to success- 
fully combat the beetle, remains to be 
seen. 


To procure a cargo of toads is non- 


sense : they could not be procured. To 
be sure, tbey can be gotten in greater 
numbers than they have been, and tbe 
writer

allow, but unless 
these reptiles 


will breed, a sufficient quantity could 
not be brought here to have an ap- 
preciable effect on tbe beetles. 
It 


would, however, be a wise thing to 
place colonies in all parts of the isl- 
ands, so as to give them every chance 
of becoming acclimated. I would ad- 
vise the introduction of some thou- 
sands more of the horned toads. These 
will cost about ten cents each, and if 
any of our public spirited citizens feel 
disposed to second the work of tbe 
bureau, we shall be happy to procure 
tbe horned toads for them at cost 
price. 


While we are waiting to see tbe re- 


sult of the introduction of tbe toads, 
muob can be done by catching and de- 
stroying tbe beetle. The offer of a 
small price per thousand would set 
huudred of boys to work and with 
marked effect in reducing the num- 
bers of the pest This is the only way 
it is kept down in Ceylon, Java and 
other Eastern countries that it is a na- 
tive of. It has been found that by 
hanging up sacks, mouth downward, 
near tbe plants, that the beetle feeds 
on, they will creep Into the sack to 
rest after the hard labors of the night. 
Tbey can then be shaken into a pan 
of water with a little kerosene, which 
will soon kill them. 
This is the time of tbe year beetles 


make the greatest development. They 
will soon begin to decrease, and dur- 
ing the winter months hardly one will 
be found. They will commence to 
breed again in the spring, and if a 
systematic and general effort waa 
made at that time to collect them, 
It 
would 
prevent much 
of 
the 


increase that takes place during the 
summer months and consequently 
less damage to tbe vegetation. 


Your article aaye that the beetle has 
attacked the cane and coffee in Knolan. 
Permit me to doubt this, Mr. Editor, 
fn Honolulu, where tbe beetle is par- 
ticularly plentiful, it, does not attack 
sugarcane or the coffee tree, while 
everything around 
will tin eaten. 


Many reports of this kind have been 
received, which upon investigation 
proved unfounded. 
How soon It may 


develop an appetite for both sugar 
oaue aud coffee no one can say 
It in 


to l>e hoped they will not. In the 
meantime every effort should be made 
to get, rid of the pest.

ACCIDENT AT ElECTBIC 
MIT 


Firemen Injured by Palling Tim 


bars and Bricks- 


Only Two Meu ore geriuusly Hurt—Too 


Much Weight Placed on Tempo- 


rary Scaffold. 


An accident happened iu the 


front part of the boiler room at the 
electric light station near the water 
front yesterday which 
resulted 


quite seriously for a Japanese and 
incapacitated four other persons for 
work in the near future. 


Shortly before 8 o'clock in th£ 


morning while men were at work 
removing the brick from the front 
part of the building preparatory to 
the addition of another story, the 
temporary scaffolding fell, precipi- 
tating five men with a mass of 
some 2200 bricks. 


The details of the accident were 


as follows . Two 8x10 timbers had 
been stretched across tbe top, one 
near the front wall and another 
fifteen feet farther in. 
Upon these 


had been placed heavy flooring. 
Tbe front timber was supported by 
two six-inch timbers, one on either 
side of the entrance. The back 
timber was supported by another at 
its middle. Bricks from the wall 
had been placed on the temporary 
flooring over the left of the entrance. 
Through 
some carelessness, the 


ground had been excavated in the 
immediate vicinity of the support- 
ing timber to the right of the en- 
trance which rested on a piece of 
3x12 nor'west. This action caused 
the board to be undermined acd 
the supporting timber resting upon 
it, to be thrown to the ground. 
The pressure was thrown so sud- 
denly upon tbe remaining sup- 
porter to the left of the entrance 
that the large timber split just at 
that point, throwing men, bricks 
and lumber to the ground in a con- 
glomerate mass. The second cross 
beam split soon after the first on 
account of the weight thrown up- 
on it. 


At first it was thought the injur- 


ies of the men were very serious, 
but in the case of only one did 
such opinion prove true. 


In the afternoon, only three out 


of the five men remained in the 
hospital, a Japanese with a broken 
leg, a German mason with a wound 
over the eyes, and a Portuguese 
with a cut on the back of his head. 
The native and Portuguese were sent 
home. The native was out again 
in the afternoon.

Steamer W. G. Hall Fitted Through- 


out by Hawaiian Electrio Co. 
Work of fitting the steamer W. 


G. Hall with electric lights by the 
Hawaiian Electric Company under 
tbe supervision of Manager Hoff- 
man was completed yesterday. A 
test of the plant was made last 
night by Mr. Hoffman, the officials 
of tbe Inter-Island Company and 
others being present. The machin- 
ery worked smoothly and without a 
single hitch and to the entire satis- 
faction of the company. 


The steamer is supplied with 


eighty lamps, the outfit being com- 
plete as to push buttons and latest 
appliances for lighting any and 
every portion of the steamer as de- 
sired. 


Mr. Hoffman will leave by the 


steamer this morning for a round 
trip to superintend workings of the 
plant. Mrs. Hoffman will accom- 
pany him. 


Fitting up the vessel with elec- 


tric lights will add greatly to the 
popularity 
of tbe steamer and 


prove useful 
in many respects. 


Other vessels of tbe Inter-Island 
line are to be equipped with elec- 
tricity by Mr. Hoffman in the near 
future.

"Ship ahoy !" 
"Halloo!" 
"Wfiat ship is that ?'' 
"The Morning Star." 
''Wfcere are you from ?"

Conversation between vessels meet- 


ing at flea generally begins about in 
this way. The Morning Star has few 
opportunities to be social in this man- 
ner, 
because there are so few ships in 


the region where she sails. But she 
is not lonesome by any means. Her 
voyage is all planned before she sails 
from Honolulu, and she has to work 
lively to get around on time. There 
Is not much time to think of other 
vessels or to get lonesome. Her last 
voyage occupied over nine months, 
daring which she probably sailed 
over £5,000 miles. If she could have 
sailed on straight courses from island 
to island, the distance would be only 
12,000 miles, but with bead winds she 
has to beat, first on one side, then on 
tbe other, sailing often 120 miles in 
twenty-four hours, only to make from 
thirty to fifty miles towards her port. 
At times she does not make even so 
much as that, because of strong cur- 
rents running through the sea in dif- 
ferent directions. 


Can you imagine how disappoint- 


ing it is to the captain and others on 
board, after taking observations and 
working them up. to fiad the ship has 
only made 100 miles when by log she 
should have made 150? This often 
happens in the waters where the Star 
sails. 
"Why don't the captain allow 


for the current in his reckoning'?" 
That seems simple enough, but when 
he sails along and finds a current set- 
ting fifty miles westward, what would 
yoo\advifle him to do about it 7 
Those who sail about much on tbe 
Star are very glad that the American 
Board was enabled to put even a little 
steam into her. It helps her out of 
mtftfy tight places, and enables her to 
visit lagoons where sailing vessels 
cannot go. Without steam tbe amount 
of work now done on each voyage 
would take over a year. 
What takes up so much time? 
Well, last year she visited thirty isl- 
ands, and some of them three or four 
times each. This, year she has forty 
islands on her visiting list, having to 
take'the islands usually visited by tbe 
schooner Robert W. Logan, which 10 
supposed to be lost at sea. Borne of 
these Islands are only six or eight 
miles apart, and some are 400 miles 
apart The whole distance from east 
to west traversed by the Star In Mi- 
cronesia after she has sailed tbe 2500 
miles from Honolulu to the Gilbert 
group is 1500 miles, and it has to be 
gone over three times each voyage, 
stopping at islands on the way from 
one to ten days, while the missionary 
la charge goes on shore to visit 
churches and schools. 
During tbe 
tours among the islands the mission- 
ary has to eat and sleep on board the 
Star for most of tbe natives' bouses 
are very poor, affording no protec- 
tion from mosquitoes, which are very 
large and hungry. 
Moreover, the 


heat on these coral islands Is much 
greater than on board ship at anchor 
away from the land. 
At every island the Star has goods 


to land for the teachers, and this also 
takes up her time, for often the goods 
have to be boated from three to ten 
miles, and perhaps tbe boat will be 
caught on tbe coral flats by the out- 
going tide, and generally but one load 
of goods can be landed in a day. 
There are no wharves in Micronesia 
for ships to go to. 
I wonder how many young people 


know or can imagine what a coral 
island is like ? First, it is very low- 
perhaps at tbe highest point ten feet 
above water. 
In book:) they are gen- 
erally pictured as round, or nearly so, 
but that is an error, for they are very 
irregular shaped and narrow, so nar- 
row that one can walk across them in 
from five to ten minutes. Their 
length Is sometimes very great. I 
know of one island which is nearly 
100 miles in circumference, with its 
outside reef only a few rods wide. 
The area of water Inside the reef is 
called a lagoon, and near the center of 
tbe lagoon are several islands where 
from 12,000 to 15,000 people live. But 
coral islands generally have no land 
in tbe lagoons, and tbe people live on 
the narrow strip from 200 feet to half 
a mile wide. They are very poor peo- 
ple and it is well that their wants are 
few. They need but little clothing, 
and their food in many cases la only 
cocoanuts and fish ; and in dry sea- 
sons tbe cocoanuts nearly fall. One a 
day is oft?n all tbey can have. Think 
of going to school with only an old 
bard cocoanut for lunch ! And yet 
these island children keep fat on It. 
I don't know how they -10 it, but tbey 
rival all tbe Melliu a Food and Nea- 
lle'a Food children we bee pictured in 
.be magazines 


I think tbe young people would like

But the liveliest time we have la dur- 
ing rain squalls, when all bunds take 
a bath. 
We cannot carry enough 


fresh water for each one on board to 
have a bath everyday, and so when it 
ruins hard tbe scuppers are stopped 
up, and the rain gathers and tbe deck* 
are turned into a vast bathtub. The 
boys take one deck, and the girls 
another. It is hard telling which 
make the most noise, but I think the 
girls do. 


We have had many good illustra- 


tions ot the great value of even u, 
small amount of steam power. Iii 
August aud September, when we were 
in the Carolines, there waa a dead 
calm most of tbe time forthree weeks. 


We met a trading schooner, rolling 


and flopping about, unable to steer at 
all. During those three weeks we had 
te steam over 1.000 miles. Here is a 
question In arithmetic for the stock- 
holders of the Morning Star. How 
many whole days' steaming would 
that be at five mUes per hour? Here 
is another. How much patience must 
the captain have to keep him from 
"jumpingon his hat" while beating 
from Ruk to Kusale, 700 miles, with a 
three-knot breeze. "Jumping on one's 
bat" is the seaman's expression for 
showing impatience at calms and con- 
trary winds. 


On February 25, we were homeward^ 


bound and bad, as usual, head winds 
and fair winds, storms and calms, and 
on one night the Star ran ashore on a 
sunken reef. But we were able to get 
her off again tbe same day and go on 
our voyage, 
Perhaps some of the 
Star's stockholders were praying for 
her at that time. We love to think 
in times of trouble that so many pray- 
ers are being offered for the ship and 
those on board. 
Indeed, we need 


God's help and guidance at all" times, 
but in special trials or troubles we are 
more apt to feel this need and our 
helplessness without him. On April 
8,1895, tbe Star arrived safe in Hono- 
lulu, having completed her twelfth 
voyage to Micronesia.—Captain Geo. 
F. Garland.

FROM THE 
QUARANTINE. 


Tbe Board of Health held a second 


special meeting Thursday afternoon, 
a general invitation having been sept 
oat to the physicians of the city to 


'meet in conference with the Board. 


Those present besides members of the 
Board 
of Health were, Ministers 


King and Hatch, Drs. McQrew, 
Wayson, Surmanh, McKtbbin, Smith, 
Myers, Howard, Herbert, Btangen- 
wald, Murray, Cooper and Monsarrat, 
Senator McCandless( and Agent Rey- 
nolds. 


President Smith stated that the 


object of the meeting was to obtain 
the opinion of the physicians con- 
cerning the sickness in town. Two 
new cases had been reported, one a 
woman at Iwilel and the other a man 
who had' gone from that district and 
had been taken sick at a house on 
Nuuanu street yesterday morning. 
Dr. Myers reported that he with 
Agent Reynolds bad visited all the 
houses In the Iwilei district and bad 
found them as a rule in a very 
cleanly condition. 
The 
house in 


which the woman 
died Monday 


morning had 
been fumigated and 


following orders given by Dr. Myers 
the debris about all the bouses had 
been cleaned up and burned. 
He 


found no bad cesspools or any filth 
that would breed disease. AH the 
excreta from the patients bad been 
thoroughly disinfected and buried. 


A general discussion of the cases 


and the quarantine arose and points 
reviewed for the benefit of physicians 
outside the Board. Specimens of the 
excreta were brought in for examina- 
tion. Dr. Herbert suggested that a 
series of bacteriological experiments 
be instituted, as it was impossible to 
come to a conclusion until the bacteria 
could be distinguished. Dr. Day an- 
nounced that experiments were now 
under way. After more examination 
of the excreta, President Smith called 
for an expression of opinion. There 
was considerable bowel complaint 
among the natives, and more or less 
alarm consequent thereto. Dr. Mc- 
Qrew said that it was very probable 
that tbe rumors that toad gone about 
town would bring more cases of diarr- 
hoea to notice than had ever been 
heard of in months. He could see 
nothing to indicate Asiatic cholera, 
and he bad been through two cholera 
sieges in Cincinnati. This sickness 
might be a form1 of sporadic cholera 
morbus. He believed, however, in 
the utmost care being taken in the 
treatment of each and every case. 


Dr. Sunnann, who has seen cholera 


in Germany, said he saw nothing thus 
far to indicate Asiatic cholera, but 
could not give an unqualified answer 
until further microscopic examina- 
tion had been made. The excreta 
shown might be tbe result of a bad 
case of cholera morbus. 


Dr. Stangenwald was of about tbe 


same opinion and advocated the ut- 
most care being exercised until there 
was not the question of a doubt. The 
only certain way is to treat the cases 
in the same manner as if they were 
true cholera. Dr. McKibbin agreed 
with tbe other physicians. He could 
not give a definite opinion on the evi- 
dence presented. Dr. Cooper recom- 
mended that further cultures of the 
baccllli be made. Also that suspi- 
cious cases should be Isolated. Dr. 
Herbert believed the people taken 
sick should be removed to the quaran- 
tine station or some portion of tbe 
town and that an ambulance «bonld 
be prepared for the work. Dr. Smith 
thought Agent Reynolds' suggestion 
of removing the whole family in 
which tbe sickness occurred to tbe 
quarantine, a good one. Dr. Howard 
agreed that more cnltures should be 
made but did not believe in removing 
entire families to tbe quarantine sta- 
tion. 


President Smith stated that he re- 
garded the general opinion favorable 
to treating tbe disease as if it were 
cholera and using every precaution. 
Unless there are 
unusual and> 


unexpected 
developments 
before 


the 
departure 
of 
tbe 
Monowai 


it is very probable that outgoing 
passengers will not. oe stopped and 
that th,e steamer will be given a 
clean bill of health. 
Although a 
strict quarantine is being maintained 
locally, Honolulu can hardly be re- 
garded as an infected poit. News- 
papers have been notified that no one 
will be allowed on the dock or on 
board the steamer on arrival in port. 


"Laoaa in Exile" Gives Some 


Facts From the Station. 


MB. EDITOK —I consider it my duty 


to say a few words to allay the feel- 
ings of the public of Honolulu in re- 
gard to the supposed cholera said to 
exist at the quarantine station. There 
have been three deaths from stom- 
ach trouble. One of the men was an 
opium fiend and was well advanced in 
years. He recovered from the stom- 
ach trouble and I am satisfied had he 
been able to get his regular amount of 
opium he would have been alive to- 
day. I will say this man has been an 
old resident of the Islands and was in 
no way connected with tbe contract 
men that came for the Planters' Labor 
and Supply Company. 


The other two men had several at- 
tacks of dysentery and of course, not 
having the facilities of a regular hos- 
pital and at tbe same time being sus- 
picious of the foreigners who were 
treating them, they would not take 
the medicine prescribed by the doctor 
in charge of the quarantine, conse- 
quently they did not last long. There

are 500 persons or more in quar- 
antine and I am more than sur- 
prised that more of them are not sick. 
The native woman that died at 
Iwilei most have eaten poisoned flsh, 
as no one has been admitted at or 
near tbe quarantine grounds. 
Mr. 


McVeigh, the superintendent, has 
given instructions not to allow anyone 
Bear the station, and we are all in- 
terested in havingbls orders fulfilled. 
This evening's Bulletin has an edi- 
torial on Mr. Awana, of Makawao, 
being allowed to leave tbe steamer 
witbont going into quarantine. My 
friend Dan is off. as Awana is in quar- 
antine with tbe balance of tbe passen- 
gers and will remain until released 
I would not feel alarmed to nurse any 
of tbe supposed cholera caaes said to 
exist in Honolulu.

OF CITY. 


Board of Health leanes Instruc- 


tions to Ita Agent*. 


The Board of Health at tbe special 


meeting held yesterday directed its 
agents to make a special inspection of 
houses and premises in tbe city of 
Honolulu with a view of placing tbe 
same in a good sanitary condition, 
and tbe public are therefore requested: 


1. To render all assistance to tbe 
agents of the Board. 


2. To obey tbe instructions of the 
health agents. 


3. To put drains, cesspools, privy- 
vaalts and other receptacles of refuse 
in good sanitary condition. 


4. To have all garbage and other 


decaying refuse promptly r?moved, 
and all sources of noxious smell disin- 
fected 
Chloride of lime is a cheap as

THE FRENCH WANT A CANAL. 
To Connect the Atlantic Ocean and 


Mediterranean Sea. 


The opening of the North Sea and 


Baltic Oan^ has caused France to 
take op Bgaitffche project of building 
a deep water canal between the 
Atlantic ocean and the Mediterranean 
sea, so as to give them a passage 
from one sea to the other, without 
going around Spain, and entirely 
upon their own territory. The line 
having the greatest chance to be 
favorably decided upon by the dele- 
gations and the French Chamber 
begins at Bordeaux, follows 
the 


Garonne for fifty-two miles, and 
crosses the river near Catets, whence 
it will go to Toulouse in a straight 
line. At this point, two large har- 
bors, one for naval and the other for 
merchant marine purposes, are to be 
constructed. The route is to be con- 
tinned via Nanronsse, Caatelnandary, 
Carcassonne, Moax and Montredon 
to Narboune. The Mediterranean 
end of the canal will be at Grnssam, 
where a terminal harbor with exten- 
sive protective fortifications is pro- 
posed. The total length of this canal 
would be 323 miles—its dimensions 
being 143 feet in width throughout 
the entire canal, and 205 feet in those 
portions which are provided for ships 
to pass each other; this will admit 
the passage of all but the two largest 
ironclads of the French navy. 
The 


uniform depth of the channel is to 
be not less than 27J feet.
